by  training  non  professionals  for  the  parts, 
instead  of  employing  members  of  the  theat¬ 
rical  profession;  nod,  in  place  of  using  a 
theatre,  a  building  in  to  he  fitted  up  ex¬ 
pressly  for  the  play.  These,  make-shifts  do 
nut  do  away  w  h  the  chief  objection,  wht~h 
U  against  tUe  smote  performance. 

In  all  probability  ibe  element  of  curiosity, 
which  has  so  large  a  place  iu  the  Aine.uau 
mind,  wilt  prompt  a  large  patronage  of  tue 
jlfaV;  aud  possibly  the  public,  having  he- 
COLue  kouicw  hat  aicualt.niid  to  the  thought. 
Will  hr  leas  prejudiced  ii.au  when  the  auh- 
jeetWM. first  mooted;  although  sometimes 
such  calculatioua  miscarry,  as,  *t  is  to  t*e  <*e- 
routly  hoped,  may  be  the  result  iu  the  case 
in  miud.  jt  wijl  to  b.i#  the  ieas  shameful 
to  hare  to  sacred  a  iheate  dragged  by  tuia- 
cellaueoua  hands  over  the  boards  of  au  ex¬ 
tern  poriaed  theatre. 

Tint®  was  when  sacred  plays  were  the 
staple  form  of  theatrical  entertainments. 
Miracle-plays  aud  the  like  were  produced  in 
churches  and  convents,  in  Mir  balls  of  css 
ties  and  palace*.  That  time  succeeded  tbe 
aacieut  and  immediately  preceded  the  mod 
era  style  of  theatricals.  But  it  has  luug 
been  set  aside  as  irreverent,  sod  now'  fa  re¬ 
garded  as  blasphemous. 

It  fa  maintained  by  those  who  are  opposed 
to  tbe  theatre  in  genera]  that  the  enactment 
of  the  “  Passion  Play”  at  Oher-Ammergau 
favor*  rpUgiona  thought.  But  ohaervars  are 
cartful  to  point  oat  the  facts,  that  U  fa  there 
played  only  one  season  in  a  decade  of  yearo 
la  futflllmeat  of  a  vow  made  by  tbe  ances¬ 
tor*  of  tbe  Bavarian  peasant*;  that  the  mo¬ 
tive  fa  religious  and  not  mercenary;  and 
that  those  who  take  part  in  it  cannot  be  In 
donad.  for  any  money  oonstderation.  to  re¬ 
peat  the  performance  elsewhere.
